Aresolution introduced in the State baste 


lature..last Wednesday could give student 
regent votes more punch. 
- . Legislative Resolution240CA would give 


one.of the three student president/regents a. 


vote. on University of Nebraska. Board of 
Regents’ decisions. 


The present policy, approved by the board: 


Jan. 13, allows each student regent at UNO, 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln and the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center a 
non-counting vote. 

State Sen. Scott Moore, who drafted LR 
240CA, said a non-counting vote does not 
give the student regents the opportunity’ to 


adequately represent the more than 40,000 


students in the NU system. 
“The way the board is now, the student 
regents simply are not players in the game,”. 


Moore said. “The board pats them on the head - 


and does not listen.to them.” 

Moorecited one example in June when the 
student regents were asked to leave.a closed- 
door meeting while the board discussed the 
status of then NU President Ronald Roskens. 

UNO Student President/Regent Kelli Sears 
said she supports LR 240CA because stu-

In: 1986, a resolution allowing the three 
student regents:a one-third vote on board 
decisions was introduced to the Legislature. 

State Attorney General Robert Spire de- 
clared the resolution unconstitutional. ac- 
cording to Spire’s decision, the one-third vote 
violated the 14th Amendment’s one-man, one- 
vote clause. 

Because the Nebraska Constitution limits 
the board’s voting members to eight, a popu- 
lar vote on the November ballet would be 
required to make LR 240CA law. 

Moore said past attempts to give the stu- 
dent regents a vote have failed in the Unicam- 
eral. However, since the July firing of Roskens, 
Moore said some state senators might prefer 
a student vote. 

“The Board of Regents attitude has changed 
this year,” Moore said. “The board hasa little 
credibility problem in the Legislature.”

A phony researcher who purports to 
be a Purdue University researcher has 
been calling Indiana residents to ask 
about their sexual behavior. 

Last semester, officials at Baylor Uni- 
versity in Texas and Ohio State Univer- 
sity also reported that someone was 
making a rash of obscene phone calls to 
students. 

At Purdue, officials said the phone 
calls have been going on since 1986, The 
most recent call was reported to police 
the first week of January. In all cases, the 
caller identifies himself as a Purdue 
researcher and'says he’s studying sexual 
behavior, Purdue spokesman Charles 
Leslie said. Those contacted live in
